IN P U R SU IT of my pla n to 
ha ve cla sses for a dults a bout the 
fa cts of life, a nd since a dults need 
them more tha n children, beca use 
they ha ve more fa ct* of life w rong, 
I now ta ke up the term “ liverish.”

This is the definition of a set of 
sy mptoms tha t a bout ha lf y our 
neighbors use when they wa nt to 
describe a condition tha t consists 
of one-fourth hea da che, one-fourth 
loss of a ppetite, one-fourth consti­ 
pa tion, a nd one-fourth be;ng in a 
ba d temper. 


Bla me Livers 
All this they bla me on their 
livers. As they describe how out 
of a orta they feel, they a re likely 
to stick out their tongues so tha t 
y ou ca n see them, a nd ta p with the 
middle finger of the right ha nd 
the pla ce where they think the 
liver is. 
The trea tment of this condition 
is to ta ke some pills tha t will 
sta rt the liver to working. The 
fa ct tha t these pills a re mostly 
ca sca ra or a loes, a nd tha t a ll they 
do is stimula te the intestines to a n 
eva cua tion, does not interfere with 
the bea utiful theory tha t they ha ve 
sta rted the liver to working. 
All of this is a n injustice to a 
ha rd working a nd efficient bodily 
serva nt. 
The liver a lmost never 
goea wrong. Disea se of the liver is 
so ra ra tha t it provokes comment 
in a ny clinic. The only even ha lf­ 
wa y common disea ses of the liver 
a re due to a lcoholism (cirrhosis) 
a nd venerea l disea se, a nd secon­ 
da ry ca ncer lighting there from 
some other pa rt of the body. In 
tropica l clima tes a moebic a bscess 
occurs, but this is not wha t the 
people who a re '‘liverish” a re com­ 
pla ining a bout. 
Furthermore, the liver ii very 
necessa ry to life. 
If y our liver 
were rea lly to go a wry y ou would 
be sick indeed. 
An a nima l lives 
a bout four hours if the liver is 
removed. 
A Storehouse 
The liver is the grea t storehouse 
of the body . Aa y ou utilize energy 
y our liver sends out glucose to the 
muscles, which is ethy l ga soline 
a nd ma kes y our engine run.

We a ll 
know tha t liver extra ct is given 
people who ha ve a nemia , the mech­ 
a nism being tha t the blood-form­ 
ing ma teria l is ma nufa ctured in 
the stoma ch a nd sent to the liver 
for stora ge. 
It regula tes growth 
a nd tissue repla cement by its cre­ 
a tion of protein. It stores hista ­ 
mine which regula tes the size of 
the blood 
vessels of the skin, 
keeps the body tempera ture even. 
In doing a ll this it forms bile a s 
a by -product, but the body , not 
being wa steful, uses bile when it 
gets to the intestines for the di­ 
gestion of fa t. 


A Useful Orga n 


So, a ll in a ll, the liver is quite a 
useful orga n, a nd if it goes wrong 
one is likely to be rea lly sick; not 
just a little hea da chy a nd finicky 
in the a ppetite depa rtment. 
And one of the most protective 
things a bout the liver is tha t its 
cells regenera te very promptly if 
destroy ed, which is nuture’s a c­ 
knowledgment of the funda menta l 
importa nce of the liver a nd a form 
of self-protection. In the liver dis­ 
ea ses, even of severe form, one 
ca n find tha t new liver cells a nd 
lobules ha ve been formed, a nd they 
ca rry on the work of the liver, re­ 
pla cing th* destroy ed cells. When 
the rea lly ra re event occurs of a ll 
the liver cells being destroy ed a t 
once the result is ca la mitous in­ 
deed. 


I a m not sa y ing tha t when a per­ 
son tells y ou he feels “ liverish” he 
is fa king, or ha s no rea son* for 
such feelings. 
The rea l truth is tha t it is usu­ 
a lly his own fa ult. He ha s ea ten 
something, or ea ten too much, ha s 
been 
cha in 
smoking, 
or 
cha in 
drinking, ha s been worry ing, or 
overworking. Admittedly he feels 
better a fter he ta kes the medicine 
which he thinks works on his liver, 
but tha t doesn’t prove the ca usa ­ 
tive fa ctor wa s the liver.
